Pursuant to the Office Communication mailed June 5, 2009 (Paper No. 20090603), the 
following is a supplemental response to the Restriction Requirement mailed March 13, 2009. 

Election of Species 

The Examiner has required election of a single species. Applicants elect, for search 
purposes only, the species of synthetic copolymer that is synthesized from N- 
isopropylacrylamide (NiPAAm), acrylic acid (Aac) and N-acryloxysuccinimide (ASI). Support 
for this species can be found, for example, in Examples 2-9. 

The Examiner has also required Applicants to elect the disposition of monomers in the 
synthetic polymer (i.e., random copolymer, block copolymer, graft copolymer, etc.). Applicants 
elect, for search purposes only, the disposition of a random copolymer, with traverse, on the 
grounds that knowledge of the disposition of monomers is not essential to conducting a search. 

It is Applicants' understanding that the above elections are for search purposes only and 
that the search will be extended to additional species upon a finding of allowable subject matter.
